The Central News Agency and hence the Central News are the official 
organs of the Ministry of Information of the Central Government 
representing the Kuomintang. The resulting political bent of 


the agency and its releases is definitely not liberal and consider- 
ably "right". The present head of the Ministry of Information 
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is P'GHG Hsuch-p'ei who is actually a T. V. Soong man. PeENG, 
hovever, will do nothing which will anger the rightist Cc 
Clique. The International Department of the linistry is under 
the control of Madame CHIANG and her brother-in-law, H. WU. K*tuna. 
Despite these tvo facts, most of tho ministry is under the ‘ 
control of the CC Clique, 


The Hsin wen Pao, (Nows Daily) formerly had a circulation of 
200,000, but recently this has increased rapidly. It was first 
published in 1893, one of the oldest papers in Shanghai. After 

Japanese surrender, it was accused of collaborating with the 
enemy, and its publication suspended. The Kuomintang reorganized 
it for an official mouthpiece, although it is a commeretal paper 
in name and its news is aimed at industrial and commercial circles, 
Its twolve pages make it popular for advertisers for financial 
aid. It depends largely upon its larre nunber of advertisements
